One  Hundred  and  Seventeenth 
Annual  Report. 


THE  Committee  present  the  Annual  Report  to  the 
supporters  of  the  Institution  with  sincere  thankfulness 
to  God  for  any  success  that  has  attended  the  work,  and  with 
the  desire  that  still  further  progress  may  be  made  in  the 
coming  year. 

In  June  last  the  Committee  finally  selected 
New  one  out  of  several  candidates  for  the  post 

Chaplain  and  of  Chaplain  and  Superintendent,  left  vacant 
Superintendent,  by  the  retirement  of  the  Rev.  H.  T.  G. 

Kingdon  ; and  the  new  Superintendent, 
the  Rev.  C.  F.  Hardy,  entered  upon  his  duties  in  August. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  Report,  con- 
New  siderable  progress  has  been  made  with  the 
Institution,  buildings  of  the  New  School  at  Southmead. 

The  Foundation  Stone  was  laid  on  July  12th,  1909, 
by  Mr.  Joseph  Storrs  Fry,  supported  by  Archdeacon  Robeson, 
Colonel  Savile,  Mr.  H.  H.  Wills,  and  others.  The  new  build- 
ing is  now  entirely  roofed  in,  so  that  the  interior  work  is  being 
carried  on  without  interruption,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
School  may  be  completed  and  opened  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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It  is  intended  to  provide  New  Workshops,  for 
New  the  accommodation  of  the  adult  Blind,  in  the 
Workshops,  centre  of  the  City.  The  Committee  are 
anxious  that  these  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to 
provide,  in  the  most  efficacious  way,  for  the  various  conditions 
and  classes  ot  this  work.  It  is  hoped  that  certain  new 
Industries  may  be  introduced,  and  experiments  are  being 
inaugurated  with  a view  to  including  them  in  the  scheme  to 
be  adopted. 

The  Institution  now  undertakes  all  branches  of  work  for 
the  blind,  not  only  in  Bristol  and  the  surrounding  districts,  but 
throughout  the  West  of  England,  there  being  no  other  similar 
Institution  nearer  than  Birmingham  on  the  north  and  Exeter 
on  the  south. 

The  number  of  blind  people  under  the  care  of  the 
Numbers.  Institution,  in  one  form  or  another,  amounts  to 
about  500.  The  number  of  pupils  has  increased, 
and  the  adults  employed  in  the  Workshops  remain  about  the 
same  as  last  year.

The  health  of  the  Institution  throughout  the  year 
Health  has  been  good,  except  for  a rather  serious  epidemic 
of  influenza  in  the  early  part  of  1910,  affecting  many 
of  the  pupils  and  of  the  staff.  The  Committee  would  point 
out  that  the  standard  of  physique  of  the  blind  as  a rule  being 
low,  it  is  necessary  to  take  more  than  usual  care  to  keep  them 
in  a proper  condition  of  health,  and  the  amount  expended  per

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head  is,  therefore,  heavier  than  in  similar  Institutions  for 
sighted  children. 

Diocesan  Inspection  Report  by  Rev.  De  Lacy 
Religious  O’Leary,  July,  1909  : — “A  full  syllabus  was 
Instruction,  presented.  Throughout  the  School  the  answer- 
ing was  ready  and  generally  correct ; the 
interest  of  the  children  has  evidently  been  awakened.  In  the 
Junior  Divison  the  treatment  has  been  kind  and  sympathetic  ; 
the  care  taken  to  explain  all  the  difficult  words  and  to 
emphasize  spiritual  lessons  of  a simple  character  is  especially 
deserving  of  favourable  notice.  In  the  Upper  Division  the 
answering  shows  that  intelligent  and  independent  thought  has 
been  encouraged.  The  manner  in  which  the  children  are  able 
to  explain  simply  and  clearly  the  more  difficult  words  and 
general  sense  of  their  repetition  is  particularly  satisfactory. 
The  general  tone  and  discipline  appear  to  be  distinctly  good.” 

The  Superintendent  wishes  to  thank  those  ladies  who 
have  kindly  come  forward  and  offered  their  services  in  the 
Sunday  School.  Nine  Candidates  for  Confirmation  will  be 
presented  in  May. 

Day  School  Report,  1909,  by  Dr.  A.  Eichholz 
Education.  “ The  School  work  shows  considerable  improve- 
ment in  the  past  year  as  regards  School  Method 
and  positive  attainments.  Physical  Exercises  and  Manual 
Training  are  also  in  a very  creditable  state.”  Since  the  issue 
of  the  last  Report  there  have  been  no  changes  in  the  teaching 
staff.  Two  of  the  Teachers  have  passed  the  Examination  of 
the  College  of  Teachers  of  the  Blind,  and  have  been  awarded 
an  Honours  Diploma.

• i The  work  is  very  neatly  done,  and  the  students  are  caiefully 
taught.

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hired  for  a Swimming  Contest,  between  the  School  for  the 
Deaf  and  the  School  for  the  Blind.  Some  winter  evenings 
were  spent  by  the  children  in  the  preparation  of  an  Operetta, 
entitled  “ William  Tell."  The  Operetta  was  rendered  in  the 
Concert  Hall  on  two  occasions,  and  was  appreciated  by  all 
who  witnessed  its  performance.  Many  of  the  children  rear 
fowls  and  pigeons,  and  find  much  pleasure  in  tending  them, 
while  at  the  same  time  they  add  a little  to  their  pocket-money 
by  the  sale  of  the  eggs. 

This  School  is  fortunate  in  having  upwards  of 
Library,  thirty  Voluntary  Braille  Writers  for  the  Library, 
and  this  little  band  of  workers  have  been  specially 
busy  during  the  year,  and  deserve  the  best  thanks  of  all 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  Blind.  The  object  aimed  at 
is  to  provide  healthy  literature  suitable  to  the  varying  ages  of 
the  pupils.  More  than  80  volumes  have  been  added  since  the 
last  Report,  and  these  have  been  bound  in  the  Book-binding 
Department  of  the  Institution  by  one  of  the  blind  apprentices. 
This  department  is  prepared  to  execute  orders  for  the  binding 
of  Braille  books  at  most  reasonable  terms. 

The  standard  has  been  well  maintained.  Six  pupils 
Music,  were  entered  for  the  Examination  of  the  Incorporated 
Society  of  Musicians,  and  all  passed  with  honours, 
one  boy  receiving  the  high  number  of  96  out  of  a possible  100 
marks.  During  the  year  a music  pupil  has  gained  a scholar- 
ship, and  is  now  a pupil  at  the  Royal  Normal  College  of 
Music  for  the  Blind.  The  quarterly  Concerts  have  been  well 
attended.  The  pupils  who  have  a special  talent  for  music  are 
trained  to  become  organists  and  pianoforte  tuners,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  those  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  blind  will 
kindly  render  them  assistance  by  giving  and  recommending 
them  for  employment. 

1 he  work  of  training  the  Blind  in  industries  to 
Technical,  enable  them  to  earn  their  own  living,  as  far  as 
possible,  is  carried  on  with  those  between  the 
ages  of  16  and  21,  and  it  is  hoped  that,  when  the  School  makes 
the  move  to  the  new  premises  at  Southmead,  new  methods 
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and  improved  accommodation  will  result  in  increased  efficiency 
as  regards  technical  training.  The  industries  at  present 
undertaken  are  basket-making,  boot-making,  brushes,  book- 
binding, mats,  and  weaving,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that 
all  the  boot-making,  book-binding,  and  repairing  of  the 
Institution  is  now  done  on  its  premises. 

The  knitting  with  hand  and  machine  deserves  special 
mention.  It  forms  one  of  the  most  important  departments  of 
the  work  of  the  Institution.  It  employs  a very  large  number 
of  blind  women  and  girls.  The  work  turned  out  has  gained 
several  certificates  of  merit,  and  has  a large  and  increasing  sale. 

This  branch  of  the  work  continues  to  show  most 
Home  encouraging  results.  The  three  Home  Teachers 
Teaching,  regularly  visit  and  distribute  blind  literature,  and 

are  seconded  in  their  efforts  by  a staff  of  ten 
ladies,  who  make  themselves  responsible  for  specially 
necessitous  and  deserving  cases,  and  by  their  visits  incalcula- 
bly brighten  and  comfort  many  sadly-disabled  lives.  The 
Committee  herewith  tender  their  most  cordial  thanks  to  them. 
Special  gratitude  is  also  due  to  Canon  Griffiths,  of  Bedminster, 
who  continues  to  lend  a room  for  the  flourishing  Blind  Men’s 
Club,  held  there  once  a fortnight.  That  the  need  of  this  Club 
was  a very  real  need  is  evidenced  by  the  regular  attendance 
of  the  members,  many  of  whom  walk  two  or  three  miles  in 
heavy  rain  in  order  not  to  miss  the  instruction  and  relaxation 
which  the  Club  affords.  It  is  gratifying  also  to  record  that 
new  members  are  constantly  registered.  Considerable  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  games,  especially  chess.  Competitions 
are  held  from  time  to  time,  and  a spring  and  summer  flower- 
show,  in  which  every  member  of  the  Club  was  an  exhibitor, 
has  proved  a new  and  very  popular  feature.  Bright  addresses 
on  various  subjects,  especially  “travel-talks,” concerts,  services, 
and  debates,  all  help  to  interest  the  men.  The  Club  for 
women,  held  at  65a,  Park  Street,  is  also  much  appreciated  ; 
and  the  sewing,  ambulance,  and  cooking  classes  have  shown 
our  blind  girls  that  their  capabilities  are  not  nearly  so  limited 
as  they  suppose.  This  has  inspired  them  with  new  confidence 
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in  themselves,  and  has  been  of  ineslimable  value.  In  times  of 
emergency  during  the  year,  the  outside  blind  have  been  helped 
in  ways  too  numerous  and  various  to  mention  ; and,  in  a word, 
this  most  important  branch  of  the  work  has  gone  appreciably 
forward,  and  has  been  greatly  blessed. 

The  large  tea,  held  in  October  last  at  the  Friar’s  Meeting 
Hall,  for  all  Blind  people  in  Bristol  able  to  attend,  was  an 
unprecedented  success,  and  the  entertainment  which  took 
place  afterwards  was  greatly  enjoyed. 

The  Committee  again  desire  to  record  their  satisfaction 
Staff,  with  the  efficient  manner  in  which  the  work  of  the 
Institution  has  been  carried  on  during  the  past  year 
by  all  members  of  the  Staff  responsible  for  the  various 
departments. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  wish  to  express  their 
thanks  to  all  who  have  helped  them  in  any  way  during  the 
past  year,  and  would  invite  all  who  may  be  interested  in  work 
for  the  Blind  to  visit  the  School,  and  judge  for  themselves  of 
its  claim  upon  the  sympathy  and  support  of  the  public.

All  Pupils  arc  elected  by  the  Committee. 


QUALIFICATIONS— 

Applicants  arc  eligible  for  admission  from  the  age  of  five  years  until  twenty-one  years 
of  age.  but  preference  is  given  to  those  under  sixteen.  They  must  either  be  totally  blind 
or  not  possessed  of  sufficient  -sight  to  read  ordinary  school  books  of  sighted  children 
They  must  also  be  free  from  bodily  and  mental  defects,  which  would  prevent  them 
receiving  instruction  or  from  following  some  useful  occupation. 

VACCINATION— 

All  Pupils  must  have  been  vaccinated  previous  to  admission. 


TERMS- 


1 lie  terms  for  pupils  are  £23  5s.  od.  per  annum  for  maintenance  and  jC-x  per  annum 
for  clothing,  paid  quarterly  or  half-vearly;  but  from  January  1st,  1911.  these  terms 
will  be  raised  to  £3o  per  annum,  inclusive  of  clothing.  It  must  be  clearly  understood 
that  these  payments  are  by  no  means  sufficient  for  maintenance  and  education,  the 
remainder  being  supplied  from  the  charitable  funds  ot  the  Institution. 


In  case  the  parents  are  too  poor  to  make  the  necessary  payments  for  their  child's 
education,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Clerk  of  the  School  Author. ty  for  the 
district  in  which  the  child  resides.  The  School  Authority  is  bound  to  take  steps  to 
educate  the  child  by  sending  it  to  a Certified  School  until  it  reaches  the  age  of 
sixteen.  It  the  circumstances  of  the  parents  permit,  the  School  Authority  may  demand 
from  them  a contribution  towards  the  cost  of  their  child’s  education.  The  Guardians 
of  the  Poor  have  powers  to  make  the  payments  after  the  age  of  sixteen;  and  if  the 
parents  cannot  afford  to  do  so,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Guardians. 


CLOTHING  OUTFIT— 

The  pupils  elected  must  be  provided  with  an  outfit  at  the  Institution,  the  Authorities 
or  Friends  sending  them  undertaking  to  pay  the  cost  (,65). 

TRADES  TAUGHT— 

Piano-tuning,  Basket-making,  Mat-making,  Pan  and  Drawn  Brush-making, 
Chair-caning.  Machine-knitting,  Hand-knitting,  Sewing-machine,  Boot-making  and 
Repairing,  Weaving. 


HOLIDAYS— 

There  are  holidays  twice  during  the  year,  viz.,  five  weeks  in  the  summer,  and  three 
weeks  at  Christmas.  If  the  pupils  have  no  suitable  home  to  go  to,  arrangements  will 
be  made  for  boarding  them  out,  and  those  responsible  for  the  payments  charged  with 
the  cost.  The  Institution  will  not  be  responsible  for  the  payment  of  travelling  expenses, 
which  must  be  paid  in  advance.  By  a concession  of  the  Railway  Companies,  all  blind 
pupils  are  allowed  to  travel  the  double  journey  at  single  fare.

Pupils  having  friends  in  Bristol  may,  with  the  permission  of  the  Matron,  be  allowed 
out  from  2 p.m.  to  8 p.m. — 

Boys— On  the  second  Saturday  in  the  month. 

Girls— On  the  first  Saturday  in  the  month. 

Pupils  may  be  visited  by  their  friends  at  the  Institution  from  2 p.m.  to  5 p.m.— 
Boys— On  the  fourth  Saturday  in  the  month.
